London, May 6.—No further disorders 
have occurred at Salonica. 

It is said at Vienna that the powers 
have agreed to withdraw all warships 
from Salonica excepting the Austrian ves- 
sels. 

It is rumored at Constantinople that 
the British, French, Italian and German 
ambassadors there have handed a joint 
note to the porte, claiming compensa- 
tion for the damages sustained by they 
respective subjects as a result. of the 
explosion of bombs at Salonica. 

A newspaper of Budapest asserts that 
the Klausenburg and Kronstadt branches 
of the Hungarian state rairoad, have 
been ordered to keep four hundred cars 
in’ readiness for the transportation of 
troops. All these roports should be ac- 
cepted with reserve. 

The towns of Ipek, Dakova and Novi- 
bazar, European Turkey, are said still 
to be surrounded by Albanians. All com- 
munication with these places has been in- 
terrupted. Reports have been received 
from Vienna that the Bulgarian bands 
at Malesh, Kudina, Nevrokoh and else- 
where have sustained reverses.

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Washington, May 5.—The census office 
today made public the final figures of } 
cotton production obtained from the ne 
ports of cotton ginners. “The quanity 
of cotton. ginned from the Srowth of 
1902, exclusive of linters, amounted to 
11,078,882 running bales, which, as pressed 
at the ginneries, are equal to 10,630,445 
bales of a 500 pound standard, or counting ; 
round bales as half bales, 10,588,250. 

During the four years covered by the 
gintiing reports of the census office the 
average crop, exclusive of linters, has 
been 9,902,277 bales of 500 pounds. a2 | 
crop of 192 shows an inprease ,of 728,-"; 
688 bales over this averagé. While the 
crops of 1899 and 1901 shaw a decrease of 
656,886 and 392,532 bales, respectively. For 
the crop of/4902 there has been a ‘genera 1 
increase_in ‘all the states~both east and 
west of the Mississippi river, with the 
exception of Alabama and Texas. 
‘Drought in Alabama and the boll weevil 
in. Texas are fesponsible for the losses 
in those states. 

The report .contains many interesting 
details concerning the variation of pro- 
duction in the various sections of the 
country. For instance, attention is call- 
ed to the degree of compensation which 
has been {maintained for the past three 
crops between the divisions of the cot- 
ton belt as made by the Mississippi river. 
East of the Mississippi production de- 
creased in 1900 313,256 bales. This was 
more than offset by the increase west 
of the Mississippi river of 1,090,892 bales, 
or 2.7 per cent. In 1892 the territory 
east of the Mississippi increased its pro- 
duction in a manner which largely ¢om- 
pensates for the materia] loss west of 
the river. The per cent of the country’s 
production grown in 1902 east and west 
of the Mississippi was 53.6 and 46.4, re- 
spectively, against 47.2 and 62:8 in 1900. 
To show the extent of the reduction in 
the cotton crop in Texas it is shown 
that whereas in 1900 that state produced 
34 per cent of the entire crop of the 
United States, 6r about one-quarter. of 
the cotton supply of the ‘world, in 1902 
the Texas product was only a little 
over 23 per cent of the. entire product of 
this country. The states showing thé 
most noticeable increase in 1902 are Ar-. 
kansas, Georgia, Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi. 3

POST es Be TI under different statutory laws 
yand living under widely varying physical, 
educational and social conditions, it pre- 
sented a statement of ethical principles 
which met the favor of the delegates, 
and was favorably recomimended to .the 
business committee. Subsequently a 
committee from all the states was named 
to consider the whole subject of the code 
as one of the most important matters 
coming before the association at this 
meeting. 
Better Education Demanded. 

Dr. Arthur D. Bevan submitted the re- 
port on education. It said our educational 
standard connected with the practice of 
medicine compared unfavorably with that 
imposed in Europe. There was a necessi- 
fy for national elevation. The hope for a 
change ‘lay in uniform action by county 
bodies based on a fixed educational re- 
quirement for membership in the Amer:- 
can Medical Association. The committce 
proposed a high school education and a 
4-year medical course of not less than 
seven months to the year. It suggested 
also the establishment of an active com- 
mittes on education. 

Dr. Henry D. Holton, of Vermont, re- 
ported that the committee having in

It was some time before any definite 
statement coulc be secured. from the 
officials of either line regarding the real 
lost and saved, and 
even now, after official lists have been 
given out, there Is great discrepancy be- 
tween the statements of passengers and 
the company's statement.

Women First’? Cried Captain. 

The Saginaw was in charge of First 
Cfficer Goslee when the collision occurred 
and. the first officer of the Old Dominion 
ship was also at the wheel of his vessel. 

The discipline of the crew was admira- 
ble, and ‘‘Women first’’ was the initial 
tommand of Captain Tunnel after the 
life boats had beén prepared for lower- 
ing. The first two boats from the Ham- 
ilton fist made a brief survey of that 
vessel's condition, and, seeing that ro 
serious injury had been sustained, has- 
tened to the Saginaw. 

The following statement to the press 
representatives by Captain Boaz, of the 
Hamilton, was made this afternoon: 

“It was clear when we left New York 
yesterday afternoon, but we ran into a 
fog bank 4 miles north of Egg Harbor, 
the fog lasting until. we reached Cape 
Charles this morning. It was about 4:40 
this morning and we were proceeding 
at about nine knots (correct) an. hour. 
We had been under reduced speed since 
encountering the fog. We could not see 
a ship’s length ahead, when we heard a 
whistle on the starboard bow two points 
ahead. We stopped the Hamilton and | 
then I heard another whistle. Suddenly | 
the Saginaw loomed up three points on 
the bow and attempted to run across the 
Hamiiton’s bow. We backed at full speed 
but struck the Saginaw on the port quar- 
ter. In a very short time she went down. 
When the Hamilton backed off she was 
settling. We lowered two boats, but 
meanwhile the Saginaw had lowered their 
boats and a raft. I picked up- two of 
The third was 
probably sunk.’’ 

Purser McCormick, of the Hamilton, 
estimates that the Saginaw sank within 
ten minutes after the collision, though

Story of a Passenger. 
C. K. Berwin, of New York, was ore 
of the passengers on the steamer Ham- 
ilton, which was in the collision. His 


account of the wreck is graphic. He 
said: 

“Fog settled .down like a pall on the 
ocean about 7 o'clock last night. Suddenly 
when we were two hours late this morn- 
ing, six bells rang and J knew some- 
thing was wrong. The crash came next 
and a grinding which made the ship shiv- 
‘er. Nothing had happened to our ship 
below. The Saginaw appeared with twen- 
ty feet of her stern torn completely away. 
I could look right into the steamer. At 
that time she was still. afloat, but she 


‘quickly disappeared in thte dense fog and 
sank just nineteen minutes after the 
crash. The first thought was for our own 
safety and our own boats were lowered 
and the hull examined. When it was 
found that she was not injured then the 
captain and his crew turned towards the 
other boat, hoping to save some human 
lives. When. the Hamilton circled and 
again saw the steamer through the fog 
ana ist only her two masts were 
showing,. as she had scuttled and was 
resting quietly on the bottom. It was 
providential that the sea was quiet. Our 
boats brought off sixteen people, four of 
‘whom were white. The captain was 
lashed to the mast .with one white pas- 
senger, but two of his ribs were broken. 
So great was the confusion that one man 
put life preservers on his feet and when 
seen later, was drowned floating feet up.”’

Father of the Boy Was a Rough Rider 
and the Child Was Christened 
Theodore Noosevelt—Great 
Crowd Greeted President 
at Santa Fe. 


Santa Fe, N. M., May 5.—President: 


Roosevelt spent three hours and twenty 
minutes in this city, whose historie bulld- 
ings and monuments seemed to be of in- 
terest to him. At the capitol he made an 
address, speaking for twenty minutes to 
an audience of fully 10,000 persons. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt said it was a great pleas- 


ure to him to come to New Mexico from 


which territory more than half the mem- 
bers of his regiment came. err a i 

“TI know the people of New Mexico,” he 
said, ‘‘and I am fond of them. How can 
I help being fond of. the people with whom 
I have worked.” 

He congratulate@..the people of New 
Mexico on what they have accomplished 
and said he believed they were on the 
verge of great things. 

“Much will depend on the thrift of the 
people,’ said the president, “but the gov. 
ernment can help somewhat and the. gov- 
ernment will help. 

The president sald the benefit of forest 
preservation and irrigation to be enjoyed 
by this section will do most toward bring- 
ing New Mexico to statehood and mak- 
ing it one of the great states of the 
west. 

A bricf reception was held in the cap- 
ftol, after which a drive was taken over 
the gaily decorated streets, all of which 
were thickly lined ‘with a cheering multt- 
tude. A stop was made at San Miguel 
church, the oldest church edifice tn the 
United States, and at the cathedral where 
the vicar general, Anthony Fourchegu,

terday when he received the tax 
returns of the Atlanta and West Point 
Railroad Company. 

The West Point returns its’ physical 

Property at $1,418,527, as against $1,715,802, 
a decrease this year of $297,275, while it 
returns its franchise at only $42,791, mak- 
ing the total tax return of the com- 
pany this year $1,461,318. 
_ The West Point, it appears, has follow- 
ed the same tacucs as the other roads in 
reducing the returns of physical property 
to make up forthe franchise, though 
the reduction is more than six times 
the amount of the franchise tax returns. 
The West Point returned its ‘roadbed 
a year ago at $16,000 per mile, whereas 
the return this. year is $13,000, the dif- 
ference of nearly $300,000, is practically 
all found in this item. 

A similar reduction’ was made in the 

returns of the Belt Line, a railroad 
around the city which belongs to the 
Atlanta and West Point. This line is re- 
turned this year at $89,742, as against 
$106,491 in 1902, while the franchise is val- 
ued at only $3,000. 
The returhs of this and other railroad 
companies carry out the idea recently 
Stated in the claims made by the rail- 
road officials that there was already: an 
element of franchise taxation in their 
returns, because they were based largely 
in the earning powers of the companies. 
Comptroller General Wright states, how- 
ever, that they have always contended 
that under the Georgia law their fran- 
chises were not ‘taxable. 

There is little doubt that all of the 
returns will go through the arbitration 
mill and it will probaby be some time 
before a final settlement is arrived at.

Milledgeville, Ga., May 5.—(SpecialL }— 
This city for one week has been in a state 
of excitement due primarily to the re- 
fusal of the cadets of the Georgia Military 
college to march behind a negro drum 
corps on last Tuesday, the day this com- 
munity observed as Memorial day. 

As a result of their actfon the captain

of company A, Mr, Burch, and two pri- 


vates of company B, W. Mathews and H. 
Lawrence, have been dismissed. Several 


cadets are under arrest and several others. 


have applied for honorable discharge and 
have returned to their homes. 

When. those who were to take part as- 
sembled ‘at the court house and it was 
seen that the negroes were to furnish the 
music, Captain Burch, of company A, 
who was in charge of the battalion, ap- 
proached Major Marchant, who is com- 
mandant of the cadets but who on that 
cccasion has been selected to act as mar- 
shal of the day, and told him that the 
cadets were very much opposed to march- 
‘ng with the negroes in the lead and 
asked if they could not be otherwise dis- 
posed of. 

The major replied that there was noth- 
ing in it and that he and the veterans 
expected to march behind the negroes. 

As the negro band took its place at the 
head of the column Captain Burch ordered 
them to the rear, but their negro drum 
major, who carried a sword, replied that 
the drum corps would lead the proces- 
tion. The cadets became indignant and 
at the word of command company B re- 
fused to move. Major Marchant rode up 
to them, ordering them to the barracks 
under arrest. 

Cadets Placed Under Arrest. 

Captain Burch ordered his men so as to 
throw them first on one side and then on 
the other, Major Marchant trying all the 
time to keep them in line. 

Next morning the three gentlemen 
named were dismissed by the faculty. A 
petition was circulated among the busi- 
ness men and signed by a majority of 
them, requesting that as the circum - 
stances had been of a peculiar nature 
that the young men be reinstated. This 
was refused by the faculty. 

It was rumored that not a cadet would 
drill if Burch was not reinstated, but he 
acted nobly and insisted that they should 
drill ana not involve themselves further 
on his account. | 

He later went before the students and 
faculty telling'them that he had made a 
mistake in hot’ obeying the commands of 
his superior officer, but he could not feel 
that he had done wrong in refusing to 
follow the negro band. 

Much surprise was expressed by old 
men and veterans who had fought 
through the war with negro drum corps. 
On the other hand there is a strong 
feeling among the younger men that they 
did exactly right. 

Flowers Sent to Burch. 

Mr. Burch had fruits and flowers sent 
him by the ladies and others who ad- 
mired his actions; on the other hand 
the Daughters of the Confederacy have 
sent-flowers to Major Marchant and an 
open letter of thanks for his actions. 

The community is much divided, but it 
is safe to say that.all feel that the dis-

He attracted 
friends because he wa: worthy of 
friendships, and no man was ever 
more loyal to a friend than he. While 
his pature was eminently sociable, 
he, nevertheless, permitted no dis- 
tractions to interfcre with ‘his duties 
as a public servant, his name stand- 
ing at the state house as a synonym 
for faithfulness. Almost since the 
close of the war Major Warren held 
the post of secretary of the executive 
department, a position he filled with 
such peculiar fitness that ten succes- 
sive chief executives of Georgia were 
glad to tender him the office. 

Major Warren was a courtly, genial 
representative of the gentleman of the 
old school—a type once typical of the 
south and one of her proudest ante- 
bellum ‘memories. He was the soul of 
honor and kindness. His mind was a 
rich storehouse of, reminiscences 
which might with profit be preserved 
in permanent form for the new gen- 
eration of Georgians. 

A venerable and venerated figure 
has passed from among us. The state 
no less than his family has sustained 
a distinct loss, and the serse of be- 
reavement is state-wide.

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Reforming Funeral Ceremonies. 

The contemplated reformation of 
funeral customs, as broached bg the 
‘Atlanta Evangelical Ministers’ Asso- 
ciation, will be received with approval 
by the laity. The hypocrisy of con- 
vention is an ignoble thing in every- 


in the solemn front of death as an es- 
sential part of funeral dignity has 
been a weakness of humanity since 
mourners were hired to’ shed croco- 
dile tears and kindred heathenish hy- 
pocrisies were incorporated into the 
last rites over the dead. Some of the 
practices obtaining throughout Christ- 
endom today in funeral obsequies are 


civilization and ought to be abolished 
from a standpoint of intelligence, hon- 
esty and health. Half of the formal- 
ism paraded at funerals is anything 
but a mark of respect to the helpless 
departed. 

The reforms proposed by the At- 
lanta clergy are summarized as fol- 
lows: 

That funeral sermons and -orations be 
discarded; th there be no eulogy of 
the dead except in extraordinary cases; 
that there be less extravagance in the 
conduct of funerals; that the practice of 
wearing moufning be discouraged; that 
no funeral services or burials be con- 
ducted on the Sabbath except in cases 
of emergency, and that the removal of 
hats at the grave be discouraged. 

Who will not say amen to this? It 
is the common lot of man to die, and 
dying, to be consigned to the absorb- 
ing earth with some degree of cere- 
mony, usually through the offices of 
a clergyman. It does not-follow that 
because aman is dead he should be eu- 
logized or canonized by ‘the officiating 
priest. A small proportion of us, 
whatever our lot or station, live lives 


guished by marked personal virtues or 
good deeds. Most men have lived in 
a manner that can put but one prayer 
on their lips at the hour of dissolu- 
tion—the prayer of the Publican, and 
for all of us it were enough if. at our 
bier, the priest should pray, “God be 
merciful to him, a sinner!” 

And yet, how few men are recog- 
nized as sinners after. they have pass- 
ed through the hands of the under- 
taker! Convention has made it in- 
cumbent upon. the clergy to say flat- 
tering or pleasant things- about the 
character of one who has died, and 
often it happens’ that the life of the 
subject was so antithetic to such 
verbal whitewash that the auditors 
are hardly less uncomfortable than 
the unhappy funeral orator. Some- 
times the latter is nothing if not men- 
dacious, justifying his obliquity with 
the mental apology that if ever a 


“white lie” is permissible it is at a 


funeral, 

The purpose of the Atlanta minis- 
ters to deal more fairly with their con- 
sciences in this respect is highly com- 
mendable. There are infinitely more 
decent ways of paying proper respect 
to the dead than through meaningless 
words, and the simpler and more sin- 
cere the way the more it will com- 
mend itself to people who hold cant 
and false pretense as beneath manly 
dignity. 

The extravagance of funerals is in 
line with other ostentatious mum- 
meries the enlightened sense of the 
age is seeking to frown down in con- 
nection with burials. It frequently 
happens that moderately circumstanc- 
ed or very poor families are subject- 
ed to distressing extortions in the 
sad contingency of a death. The wear- 
ing of mourning is superfluous and, 
logically, no symbol of bereavement. 
Grief requires no outward sign, much 
less a label. It is a mistaken notion, 
also, that weeds signify respect for 
the dead. If not from honest ethical] 
grounds, hygienic reagons exist for 
making sartorial evidences. of mourn- 
ing objectionable in the mode employ- 
ed by women. The uncovering of 
heads at the grave, whatever weath- 
er conditions, is condemnable without 
discussion. It is fruitful of sickness 
and premature death. ‘As a funeral 
form it signifies nothing. 

What the world needs is more inde- 
pendence of precedent and more com- 
mon sense in such matters. There is 
no danger of a material, practical age 
declining to give death its due in- the 
matter of the last offices, but there is 
every reason why an age that discards 


sible, consistent funeral programme. 

The agitation of reforms of this na- 
ture in Atlanta is distinctly a step for- 
ward. .
